New* Y o r k , July 7.—Over a triangu­ 
lar course of 30 miles in comparatively 
light 
winds 
the new Iseliu-Morgan 
yacht Columbia vanquished the Vau- 
ierbilt yacht Defender and convinced 
the yachtsmen who saw* the royal strug­ 
gle that she is worthy of defending the 
precious trophy which Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton and his tars hope to take back with 
them in the Shamrock next fall. The 
Columbia forestay sail aud club topsail 
are anything but perfect aud cracked 
in the wind like a team ster’s whip, de­ 
monstrating that iii a general way she 
will need a good deal of tuning up. 
Yet, baffed upon the showing she 
made as a better boat than the Defender 
under adverse conditions, the nautical 
sharps were convinced that Sir Thomas 
will sail home without the silver cup, 
the possession of which has given us 
the yachting supremacy of the world 
since 1851. 
But the race was an unsatisfactory 
one. Shifting, baffling winds aud a 
bad, lumpy sea, with dirty rain squalls, 
made the conditions anything but ideal 
for yacht racing.

H a g u e, July 7.—The revised 
proposal regarding the institution of a 
permanent court of arbitration, which, 
it was expected, will be submitted to 
the committee today, consists of 56 
articles. 
Those regarding the constitu­ 
tion of the court itself are substantially 
identical with Sir Julian Pauucefote’s 
original project. 
Clause 28 is interesting, in that it 
provides that each signatory power 
shall designate within three months 
following the ratification not more than 
four persons recognized as competent to 
deal with questions of international 
law who are ready to accept the office 
of arbitrators. The bureau will keep a 
list of the nominees who will be enti­ 
tled to sit as members of the coart and 
will report to the signatory powers all 
modifications therein. 
Two or more 
powers can designate the same mem­ 
ber. 
Members will be nominated for 
six years and eligible to renomination. 
In case of the death or retirement of a 
member of the court, the vacancy shall 
be filled in the same manner as the 
original nomination.

Ten thousand people crowded into 
Tent Williston for last evening’s exer­ 
cises. 
Tile decorations of Tent Willis­ 
ton are similar to those which embell­ 
ished Tent Endeavor aud fully as elab­ 
orate.

N e w Y o r k , July 7.—Over a triangu­ 
lar course of 30 miles iii comparatively 
light 
winds 
the new Iselin-Morgan 
yacht Columbia vanquished the Van­ 
derbilt yacht Defender and convinced 
the yachtsmen who saw the royal strug­ 
gle that she is worthy of defending the 
precious trophy which Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton and his tars hope to take back with 
them in the Shamrock next fall. The 
Columbia forestay sail and club topsail 
are anything but perfect and cracked 
in the wind like a teamster's whip, de­ 
monstrating that iii a general way she 
will need a good deal of tuning up. 
Yet, ba*3d upon the showing she 
made as a better boat than the Defender 
under adverse conditions, the nautical 
sharps wen* convinced that Sir Thomas 
will sail home without the silver cup, 
the possession of which has given us 
the yachting supremacy of the world 
since 1851. 
But the race was an unsatisfactory 
one. Shifting, baffling winds aud a 
bad, lumpy sea, with dirty ram squalls, 
made tile conditions anything but ideal 
for yacht racing.

wind was strong, Columbia was unable 
either to out foot or outpoint the De­ 
fender chiefly on account of the bad set 
of her club topsail, jib topsail and fore 
staysail. 
She covered the first leg of ten miles 
to windward three minutes faster than 
the Defender, hut one minute of that 
gain was made when tile wind became 
light and less than two miles from the 
turning point.

gained 58 seconds. It was a reach, both 
yachts carrying large (not balloon) jib 
topsails. On the last leg—closehauled 
work iii a light breeze—she lost five sec­ 
onds to the Defender.

H a g u e , July 7.—The revised 
proposal regarding the institution of a 
permanent court of arbitration, which, 
it was expected, will be submitted to 
the committee today, consists of 56 
articles. 
Those regarding the constitu­ 
tion of the court itself are substantially 
identical with Sir Julian Paunoefote’s 
original project. 
Clause 23 is interesting, in that it 
provides that each signatory power 
shall designate within three months 
following the ratification not more than 
four persons recognized as competent to 
deal with questions of international 
law who are ready to accept the office 
of arbitrators. 
The bureau will keep a 
list of the nominees who will be enti­ 
tled to sit as members of the court and 
will report to the signatory powers all 
unxlifications therein. 
Two or more 
powers can designate the same mem­ 
ber. 
Members will be nominated for 
six years and eligible to renomination. 
In case of the death or retirement of a 
member of the court, the vacancy shall 
be filled in the same manner as the 
original nomination.

Chairman Del Rio of the commission 
said the release of all the prisoners had 
been practically arranged for, but it 
would be necessary to consult the Span­ 
ish government before the agreement 
could lie ratified. 
He asserted that Aguinaldo had al­ 
ready issued a decree for the release of 
the civilian officials aud the sick sol­ 
diers. 
With the commission were the rem­ 
nant of tin* Spanish garrison of Baler, 
on the east coast of Luzon, aud a num­ 
ber of civilian prisoners. 
The heroes of the long defense of 
Baler, where the Spaniards resisted an 
insurgent sieg e for more than a year, 
formed a picturesque band. Lieutenant 
Martin, tile 
only surviving 
officer, 
marched them through 
the streets. 
There were only 22, aud most of them 
are mere boys, in faded blue cotton uni­ 
forms ana red shirts. 
They were bare­ 
footed. 
The captain several times proposed to 
surrender, hut the soldiers refused. 
Finally, some months ago, he tried to 
raise a white flag. Thereupon Lieu­ 
tenant Martin killed him with his owr» 
own sword. 
Their food supply gave out entirely 
tho ut a week ago and they surrendered 
to the Filipinos with all the honors of 
war.

F irst AsslstHnt Postmnsfer General 
Tells of lUs Iiispeetloii of Free Mali 
Deliv ery to Fnriiiers—How fhe Car­ 
rie r Does His W ork —W here the 


Serv ice Is on Trial. 


During his recent visit home to Dale- 
ville, Ind., First Assistant Pcstmaster 
General Perry Heath has been making a 
quiet inspection of the rural free mail 
delivery experiments which he is now 
conducting in his home county, with 
Daleville, Albany, Selma and Eaton as 
distributing 
iMjints. 
In speaking of 
the experim ents toa special correspond­ 
ent of the Chicago Record he said: 
“ Our efforts are to g ive the people of 
the United States in free m ail delivery 
exa ctly wha t England and all of the 
Enropean nations g ive their people. As 
yet it is simply iu an experim ental stage, 
bnt the experim ents are most sa tisfa c­ 
tory. 
Last year we conducted tests in 
29 sta tes and over 61 different routes. 
W e have been hampered by a lack of 
funds, bnt this year we are almost 
doubling our experiments. 
It is a lux­ 
ury, to be sure, but by the abolishment 
of small offices much of the difference 
in cost can be made up. 
We have re­

he has acquired m uch interesting in ­ 
formation about these two rivers. 
“ It costs about $36 a lineal foot,’’ 
said tile colonel the other evening to a 
New York T ribune reporter to keep the 
Mississippi river w ithin its banks be­ 
tween Cairo and the gulf. 
Of course I 
d o n ’t mean to say that we have covered 
the ground. 
W e have scarcely made a 
beginning, hut the work which we have 
done has cost the government in the 
neighborhood of $30 a lineal foot. 
“ Our method of m aking the banks 
secure and keeping the river from tra v ­ 
eling all over the valley is to put down 
a continuous abutm ent of willow m a t­ 
tresses, covered with stones, to protect 
the bottom of the river, and to cover 
the bank from the low w ater m ark up 
w ith loose stone. 
It is the great depth 
of the Mississippi river in places which 
makes the operation so expensive. The 
Missouri river is not so deep, and the 
cost of protecting its hanks is only 
about $7 a lineal foot. Here, too, there 
is a tremendous am ount of work that 
has been left undone because congress 
will not make sufficiently large appro­ 
priations to carry it out. 
We are now 
testing a new process of abutm ent, 
which has proved thoroughly satisfac­ 
tory so far and which is much less ex­ 
pensive than the other method. All the 
money spent 
by the commissions is 
well spent. 
Land along the Missouri 
river where we have put in work has 
doubled in value because of i t . ”

enormous amount of work must be done 
to prepare the route for the construc­ 
tion parties. 
Five parties are engaged 
in the work, and the total force em­ 
ployed is ten white men and about 
I,UUU blacks. Mr Deringer has personal 
charge cf surveying the route, and his 
advance party consists of two whites 
and 2U0 natives. 
He selects the route 
the telegraph is to follow and clears a 
path for it about lo feet wide. 
This is 
no easy matter, for it involves cutting 
a way through the dense grass and jun­ 
gle, often 11 feet high. The second party 
follows and widens the 15 feet path to 
60 feet, more or less, according to the 
nature of the country. 
It is easy to see why so wide a path 
is necessary 
There will be no linemen 
every few miles, as in our country, to 
keep the service in repair, and it will 
be far more costly than in civilized 
lands to mend a broken wire or repair 
other damages 
So every preliminary 
caution must be taken. 
No tree must 
be left which, falling, would break the 
wire, and therefore thousands of trees, 
many of them of great size, are being 
cut down, and Mr. Deringer thinks that 
some of them are 3,000 years old. 
Then comes the third party, which 
digs the holes, and this is closely fol­ 
lowed by the fourth detachment, which 
plants the poles, and finally come the 
wire stringers, who complete the work. 
The poles are of iron and have all been 
sent out from England. 
None of them 
weighs less than 160 pounds, and most 
of them rise 14 feet above the ground. 
These are the shortest poles, and higher 
and heavier ones are used where it is 
necessary to make the spans of unusual 
length. When the line has to cross gul­ 
lies or streams, it is not unusual for the 
spans to attain a length of 600 to 750 
feet. 
The line has been carried up the west 
coast of Lake Nyassa and will noW 
pass to the west of Lake Tanganyika 
through Kongo State territory. 
It will 
connect about half way up the lake 
with the branch line the Kongo State 
is building up the Kongo from the At­ 
lantic to the lake. 
Then the line will 
pass along the west shores of Victoria 
Nyanza, in German territory, to Ugan­ 
da, and from this point it will be in 
British or Egyptian territory all the 
way down the Nile. It is predicted that 
it will be a great boon to the continent 
when this enterprise brings central 
Africa into close touch with the rest of 
the world.

FRESH GOLD CROPS. 


Localitlea W here th e Free I on a Metal 
Uepoaita Itaelf Annually. 
There are several localities where 
cold may be said to grow every year 
or. in other words, where fresh depos­ 
its of the precious metal are to be 
found annually. 
One such district is in the Edmonton 
country, in tile Canadian northwest, 
where, after the spring Hoods, from the 
same hanks and “benches” of the Bas 
katehewan river there are taken every 
year considerable quantities of gold by 
a few diggers, who make their living 
out of the business. 
But the most conspicuous and inter­ 
esting case of this sort is to lie seen 
near [chang, in the province of Hupeh, 
in China. 
For many centuries past 
each year gold lias been washed from 
the banks of coarse gravel on both 
sides of the river Han, and In the 
midst of Hie auriferous district there 
is an ancient town called Li-kiu-tien. 
which means “gold diggers’ inn.” Its 
inhabitants .subdivide the gold bearing 
ground among themselves annually, 
staking out their claims with parti­ 
tions. 
They pay no royalty and ap 
pear to earn no more than a bare sub­ 
sistence. But this may be doubted, as 
John Chinaman is an adept at “layin 
low aud savin uuflin.” 
The annual river floods bring down 
millions of tons of mud and sand from 
the mountains, aud this mud and sand, 
which is charged with gold, both “flue” 
and in flakes, is deposited to a depth 
of six Inches or more on the banks of 
gravel. 
It is in the winter that the 
gold is washed, and it is said that sev­ 
en men work about 20 tons of “pay 
dirt” in a day.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

FRESH GOLD CROPS. 


Localities W here the Precious Metal 
Deposits Itself Annually. 
There are several localities where 
gold may be said to grow every year 
or, in other words, where fresh depos­ 
its of tin* precious metal are to be 
found annually. 
One such district is in the Edmonton 
country, in tile Canadian northwest, 
where, after the spring floods, from the 
same flanks and “benches” of the Sas­ 
katchewan river there are taken every 
year considerable quantities of gold by 
a few diggers, who make their living 
out of the business. 
I tnt the most conspicuous and inter­ 
esting case of this sort is to be seen 
near b hang, in the province of Hupeh, 
iii China. 
For many centuries past 
eaeli year gobi lias been washed from 
tile banks of coarse gravel on both 
sides of the river Hail. and in tin 
midst of tim auriferous district there 
is an ancient town called Li-kiu-tien, 
which means “gold diggers’ inn.” 
Its 
inhabitants subdivide the gold bearing 
ground among themselves annually, 
staking out their claims with parti­ 
tions. 
They pay no royalty and ap­ 
pear to earn no more than a bare sub­ 
sistence. 
But this may be doubted, as 
John Chinaman is an adept at “layin 
low aud savin nu Ain.” 
The annual river floods bring down 
millions of tons of mud and sand from 
tile mountains, and this mud and sand, 
which is charged with gold, both ‘‘fine” 
and in flakes, is deposited to a depth 
of six inches or more on the banks of 
gravel. 
It is in the winter that the 
gold is washed, and it is said that sev­ 
en men work about 20 tons of "pay 
dirt” in a day.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

D e tr o it, July 7.—Both of the great 
main tents owned by the United Society 
of Christian Endeavor were used last 
night, for the first time during the 
eighteenth 
international 
convention, 
and both contained their full quota of 
10,000 people, and as usual, hundreds of 
others who failed to secure admittance 
patiently occupied “ standing room” all 
around the outer edges. 
Many vi-ating 
delegates from long distances came iii 
during the day, swelling the number of 
stranger delegates, it is b dieved, be­ 
yond the 20,000 mark. 
The convention 
ilavs are essentially days of song. 
The Endeavorers honored the invita­ 
tion of the mayor of Detroit to sing. 
Street car loads of them went frequently 
along the streets singing as they went. 
Many groups sang by the wayside,aside 
from those who jollied the squads of 
noonday workers in business houses and 
factories. 
They sang at the afternoon 
rallies and sang last evening enroute to 
tile night gatherings, sang with re­ 
doubled vigor after agdiu assembling 
aud th ii sang their way home.

N kw Y ork, July 7.—Over a triangu­ 
lar course of 30 miles iii comparatively 
light 
winds 
the new Iselin-Morgan 
yacht Columbia vanquished the Van­ 
derbilt yacht Defender aud convinced 
the yachtsmen who saw the royal strug­ 
gle that she is worthy of defending the 
precious trophy which Sir Thomas Tip­ 
ton and his tars hope to take back with 
them in the Shamrock next fall. 
The 
Columbia forestay sail aud club topsail 
an* anything but perfect and cracked 
in the wind like a teamster’! whip, de­ 
monstrating that iii a general way she 
will need a gixxl deal of tuning up. 
Yet, bused upon the showing she 
made as a better boat than the Defender 
under adverse conditions, the nautical 
sharps were convinced that Sir Thomas 
will sail home without the silver cup, 
the possession of which has given us 
tin* yachting supremacy of the world 
since I Ha I. 
But the race was an unsatisfactory 
one. 
Shifting, baffling winds aud a 
had, lumpy sea, with dirty rain squalls, 
made the conditions anything but ideal 
for yacht racing. 
Iii windward work the Columbia, 
with sails drawing badly, demonstrated 
her superiority, and in a long reach 
with sheets eased, she catfooted the 
Vanderbilt boat. 
The sudden shifting 
of the wind presented a trial at run­ 
ning with spinnakers, in light weather, 
close hauled, therefore, it can bi* said 
mat she is undoubtedly the Defender’s 
superior, but what she can do in a 
piping breeze remains to be seem 
The Columbia won the race by a mar­ 
gin of 3 inmates and 53 seconds (unof­ 
ficial time.) 
There was little doubt she 
would have won bv a larger margin if 
her sails had fitted as well as tile De­ 
tender’s. 
Iii the windward work, while the 
wind was strong, Columbia was unable 
either to outfoot br outpoint the De­ 
fender chiefly on account of tin* bad set 
of lier club topsail, jib topsail aud fore 
staysail. 
She covered the first leg of ten miles 
to windward three minutes faster than 
tin* Defender, but one minute of that 
gain was made when the wind became 
light aud less than two miles from the 
turning point. 
On the second leg the 
Columbia 
gained 5M seconds. It was a reach, both 
yachts carrying large (not balloon) jib 
topsails. 
On the last leg—-closehauled 
work in a light breeze—all©lost five sec­ 
onds to the Defender.

T he H agi e, July 7.—The revised 
proposal regarding the institution of a 
permanent court of arbitration, which, 
it was expected, will be submitted to 
the committee today, consists of 56 
artic les. 
Those regarding the constitu­ 
tion of the court itself are substantially 
identical with Sir Julian Pauuoefote’i 
original project. 
Clause 23 is interesting, in that it 
provides that each 
signatory 
power 
shall designate* within three months 
following the ratification not more than 
four persons recognized as competent to 
deal with questions of international 
law who are ready to accept the office 
of arbitrators. 
The bureau will keep a 
list of the nominees who will be enti­ 
tled to sit as members of the court aud 
will report to the signatory powers all 
modifications therein. 
Two or more 
powers can designate the same mem­ 
ber. 
Member* will be nominated for 
six years and eligible to renomination. 
In case of the death or retirement of a 
member of the oourt, the vacancy shall 
be filled in the same manner as the 
original nomination.

The telegraph line now building to 
connect the Cape of Good Hope with 
the Mediterranean will pass through a 
greater extent of wholly undeveloped 
country than any other line in the 
world 
For a distance equal to that be­ 
tween New York city and San Flan- 
cisco the natives Jiving near the route 
have rarely seen a white man and are 
almost untouched as yet by white in­ 
fluences. 
The enterprise is largely a 
pioneer venture, requiring special plans 
and devices for construction and for in­ 
suring its safety and durability as far 
as possible. 
I lie line is already building in the 
wilderness far north of the Zambesi, 
and at la*t accounts the poles w- re be­ 
ing reared and the wire strung on the 
plateau 
between Lakes Nyassa and 
Tanganyika 
Some interesting facts, 
says th*- New York Sun, have come 
from the lake region descriptive of the 
way in which the wires are being strung 
in wild Africa. 
The most responsible part of the work 
is in charge of Mr. Otto Beringer, who 
is about do years of age. 
Having ad 
vanced his surveys and preparations for 
the pole rearing about 220 miles beyond* 
the point reached by the constructors, 
who are going ahead at the rate of two 
miles a day. he is now on a flying visit 
to England 
The completion of two 
miles a day is very excellent work, con­ 
sidering that the poles, wires and other 
material must be transported hundreds 
of miles from the coast and that an 
enormous amount of work must be done 
to prepare the route for the construc­ 
tion parties. 
Five parties are engaged 
in the work, and the total force em­ 
ployed is ten white men and about 
I,UUU blacks Mr Beringer has personal 
charge cf surveying the route, and his 
advance party consists of two whites 
and 2U0 natives. 
He selects the route 
the telegraph is to follow and clears a 
path for it about 15 feet wide 
This is 
no easy matter, for it involves cutting 
a way through the dense grass and ju n ­ 
gle, often 11 feet high. The second party 
follows and widens the 15 feet path to 
OU feet, more or less, according to the 
nature of the country 
It is easy to see why so wide a path 
is necessary 
There will be no linemen 
every few miles, as in our country, to 
keep the service in repair, aud it will 
be far more curtly than in civilized j 
lands to mend a broken wire or repair 
otlnr damages 
So every preliminary 
caution must be taken. 
No tree must 
he left which, falling, would break the 
wire, and therefore thousands of trees, 
many of them of great size, are beiug 
cut down, und Mr. Beringer thinks that 
some of them are 6,000 years old. 
Then comes the third party, which 
digs the holes, aud this is closely fol­ 
lowed by the fourth detachment, which 
plants the poles, and finally come the 


The Manila correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago Record, writing about the scenes 
after the battle of Bauta Cruz, describes 
as follows the adventures of two Amer­ 
ican soldiers after General Law ton’s 
troops had stopped for the night before 
the city 
He says 
During that evening a picturesque 
and thrilling adventure happened to 
i two of the Americans, Captain W alcutt 
and Private McKenna, the latter an 
Oregon regiment man on detached duty 
with General Lawton 
They had start 
ed out in the early evening to look for 
horses and were walking forward to the 
firing line 
Part of their way was 
through bamboo thickets, 
and they 
were unable to see very far either to the 
left or right of them. 
They met some 
Chinese litter bearers and a member of 
the hospital cordis after a time, and in 
answer to an inquiry were told that 
the firing line was some distance ahead 
So they walked on, but reached no 
firing line They had struck a place, as 
they afterward discovered, where a lit 
tie gap 
in 
the line was open, and 
through this they had passed 
After a 
long walk forward they came to a na 
tive hut. where an old native man and 
his wife were sitting. 
By this time it 
began to dawn on them that they were 
in the enemy’s country 
So they called 
out to the old man and asked him to 
show them where the fighting had been 
that afternoon 
As soon as they got 
him out of his house they took his bolo 
away from him aud threatened to kill 
him if he didn’t immediately conduct 
them to the American lines. 
W ith the old man ahead they started 
away, 
supposedly 
toward 
Lawton's 
troops. 
It was by this time very dark 
and all idea of direction bad left them 
They marched along the little bamboo 
road until they suddenly found them 
selves entering a cluster of houses and 
were almost at once confronted by three 
natives. 
Before the latter could give 
the alarm they were covered by the re 
volvers of W alcutt aud McKenna and 
threatened with instant death if an 
alarm was given Then their bolos were 
taken from them, and they were ordered 
to walk in advance with their hands 
joined together 
The number of cap 
tives was now becoming too great to 
handle easily, but they were afraid to 
release any of them for fear an alarm 
would be given. 
W ith their revolvers 
in their hands they started down the 
street toward a turning 
On rounding 
the corner they found themselves in a 
well lighted street 
Fortunately it was 
deserted at that time, but the lights in 
dice ted the pretence of occupants in the 
houses. 
The prisoners began a violent 
coughing, hoping to attract attention, 
and for a time it seemed that the na 
tives could not help but discover the 
Americana. 
Suddenly a commotion in a house to 
the right convinced Captain Walcutt 
and McKenna that they bad been seen 
McKenna jumped over the bamboo 
fence and made a fearful noise by rat 
thug the slats. 
This most have made 
those within the house think that the 
whole American army had forced an 


trout of tnem caned *out to m ein 
n 
was one of the outposts and he had 
heard the English speaking voices. Wal 
cntt yelled out. telling the sentry who 
they were and how the natives happened 
to be with them, and they were allowed 
to proceed within the American lines 
It was an exciting adventure, and it 
gave W alcutt and McKenna the dis 
Unction of being the first of our forces 
to enter Bauta Cruz.

"W e worked aw ay at a great rate. 
“ ‘Swallow it!’ he screeched. 
“ We gulped it down, and then that 
young rascal fairly rolled down the 
bank with laughter, while we soon 
rolled down th© other side, sicker, I 
suppose, timn any of us had been In 
our lives before or since. One of the 
boys nearly died, and they had a very 
serious time with him. 
That was my 
first experience with tobacco.”—Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer.

In Hie Canadian northwest, 
where, after the spring flood#, from the 
same banks and “benches” of the Has 
Rat (bewail river there are taken every 
year considerable quantities of gold by 
a few diggers, who make their living 
out of the business. 
But the most conspicuous and Inter 
••sting case of this sort is to tie seen 
near Ichaug, in the province of Hupeh, 
in China. 
For many centuries past 
each year gold lias been washed from 
the banks of coarse gravel on both 
ides of the river Hail, and in tin 
midst of Hie auriferous district then 
is ail ancient town called Li-kiu-tien 
which means ‘‘gold diggers’ inn.” 
Its 
inhabitants subdivide the gobi bearing 
ground among themselves annually 
staking out their claims with parti­ 
tions. 
They pay no royalty and ap 
pear to earn no more than a bare sub­ 
sistence. 
But this may be doubted, as 
John Chinaman Is an adept at “iuyln 
low and say I n nu Ain.” 
I'he annual river floods bring down 
millions of tous of mud and sand from 
the mountains, and this mud aud sand, 
which is charged with gold, both “fine” 
and iii flakes, is deposited to a depth 
of six indies or more on the banks of 
gravel. 
It is In the winter that the 
gold is washed, and it is said that sev­ 
en men work about 20 tons of “pay 
dirt” in a day.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
